Statistics in- 
dicate that the ration book system 
credits Canada with a population of 
11,507,913, while the Dominion cen- 
eus of June, 1941, reported a grand 
total of 11,403,847. This reflects a 
net increase of 104,066 in population 
fn le’s than a year, despite the thous- 
‘ands of men who have gone overseas 
in the armed forces since the official 
eensus was taken. The ration censug 
also indicates the ebb and flow of 
people across the Dominion, resulting 
from concentration of war industries, 
and miliary activity. Greatest in- 
crease is noted in Montrea] and To- 
ronto and their suburban districts. In 
British Columbia war industrial activ- | 
ity has raised the population of Van- 
couver by 14,904 to total of 469,969. | 
In contrast some of the prairie cities | 
have shown a decrease in population 
as their citizens are drawn to tha} 
centres of greater industrial activity. 
Calgary, Saskatoon, Regina and Win- 
mipeg al indicate a decrease. Edmon-

WHY OVERSEAS 
PARCELS ARE 
NOT DELIVERED 


Ig your son or daughter or other 
relative overseas has not been receiv- 
ing the letters or parcels you have 
been sending him the reason may 
be explained by the following: The 
chief reason of non-receipt of letters 
and parcels is due to the carelessness 
of the senders themselves, say offic- 
jals of the post office department. Out 
of approximately 29 million parcels, 
letters and newspapers sent to sol- 
diers overseas in recent month, only 
3 per cent has been lost by enemy 
ection,; but hundreds of parcels have 
been destroyed by fire or damaged 
beyond repair through the thought-

The recent destruction of 30 bags 
of mail for Canadian soldiers in 
England by fire was caused by some 
thoughtless person enclosing) severu! 
books of paper matches in a parcel, 
From time to time, the officials have 
found in damaged parcels, matches, 
broken bottles, open cans of jam, 
corn syrup, and like material, whicia 
in turn have not only destroyed the 
badly packed parcels but have dain- 
aged the parcels sent by caret 
people. 

In the first seven months of 194% 
a total of 11,581 parcels for soldiers 
was received at the Base Post Office 
in Canada in a damaged condition, 
due to improper or insufficient pack- 
ing. Of that number, 11,077 were 
repaired and forwarded to their 
destinations, but the contents of the 
yemuining 504 parcels were eittdar 
partially or completely destroyed and 
the senders were advised accordingly. 
In addition to this actua] damage 
no fewer than 200,750 letters and 
27,875 parcels were improperly or 
insufficiently addressed, Premature 
complaints of non-receipt are some- 
times made, the fact beimg lost sight 
condi- 
tions, it usually takes three months 
from the date of mailing before the 
sender receives acknowledgement 
from the United Kingdom,

THE PRICE OF HOGS 


We are told by the government 
that Great Britain requires even more 
bacon for this coming year. We are 
also told that even now there is in- 
satficient bacon. There is none to 
spare in the near future for Canadian 
reople. Farmers, therefore, are askea 


to produce more hogs, Hogs are 
definitely scarce, There is only, one 
certain but quite easy ‘way to in- 


crease the supply, of any scarce article 
that is to raise the price. Live hogs 
today in ‘Western Canada are 15 per- 
cent below the 1913-14 parity price 
even though they are scarce, (We 
courteously recommend to the gov- 
ernment, therefore, that they should 
raise the price of hogs to the full 
parity level, which would mean 4 
price of $12.37 per 100 pounds _live- 
weight Winnipeg, ‘The price of hogs, 
to the United States farmers today 
is not parity but 30 percent higher 
than parity. 

To raise the price of hogs, there- 
fore, to the 1918-14 parity would not 
only be a simple act of justice to our 
farmers, but in addition would easily 
and quickly provide all the hogs the 
government needs for export to Bri- 
tain and for Canadian consumption, 

Incidently the hourly wages paid to 
Canadian industria] labor average 
44 percent higher than the 1918-14 
parity wage level.

WITH THE ROYAL 
CANADIAN AIR 
FORCE OVERSEAS 


This is the third of a series writ- 
ten by ‘Walter R. Leggs in collabora- 
tion with C. V. Charters ,representa- 
tives of the Canadian Weekly, News- 
papers Association on trip to Great 
Britain. 


After a week with various activi- 
ties of the Canadian Army in Eng- 
land, we started to see what the 
Roya] Canadian Air Force ig doing. 

On Saturday, Sept. 5, we were re- 
ceived by Air Marshal H. E, Edwaras 
Air Officer Commanding in Chief, 
R.C.A.F. (Overseas) at an informa) 
press conference at which he freely 
answered al] the questions put to him 
by the Canadian editors. 

The Air Marshal made it clear that 
he fully favors Canadianization of 
the R.C.A.F. and that those who are 
in opposition to do this do not fully 
understand what is meant, Canadian- 
zation of the R.C.A.F. overseas does 
not mean that it will cease to co-oper- 
ate with the rest of the R. A. F. any 
more thay some famous regiments 
would operate independently of the 
rest of the army. ‘The very root ot 
high morale finds itself in identity.” 
declared the Air Marshal, 

He expressed himself as well satig- 
fied with the standard and training of 
the men coming over trom Canada, 
and summed it up in the words “Our 
Air (Force is superb,” At another 
time he said “This war will be won 
in the air. It is the only way it can 
be won, Not without the Army and 
the Navy, but definitely in the air.” 

After such an interview, we were 
more anxious than ever to study the 
work of the R.C.A.F. at first hand. 
The first squadron which we visited 


mediately asked after Mr. and Mrs. 
J. A. MacLaren, of the Barrie Ex- 
aminer, and Pilot Office Arthur Mor- 
lidge, whose father is a member of 
the staff of thle Lloydminister Times. 
There are a number of Montrealers at- 
tached to this station. While there, 
a number of Halifax and Wellington 
bombera were inspected by the edi. 
tors. 

‘The next day we moved on to an- 
other station where Lancaster bomb- 
ers are located, and were given an 
opportunity to climb on ‘board one of 
them.

OF GENERAL INTEREST throughout Canada is the recent announce- 
ment of a new program policy for the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 
The importanee of radio in wartime is great, both as a source of information 
and news, and as a medium of entertainment. Discouragement and depres- 
sion are serious detriments in time of war, and the radio can do much to 
inspire confidence and bolster morale across the land. The Axis nations 
have long recognized the power of radio in this respect, and much of the 
burning faith felt by the Axis soldiers in their cause, is attributed to the 
highly developed propaganda machines of those countries. In addition to 
inspiring their own people, they have used the radio widely in an attempt 
to break down the spirit of the people of the United Nations. 

* *. * * . 

e It is said that there are more than one hundred 
Many Stations medium and long wave-lengths speaking for the} 
H Axis, while only about six speak in the English 

Used By Axis language. However, the British Broadcasting 
Corporation has been aiming steadily to work up a great instrument of pro- 
paganda, and there is now a staff of eleven thousands workers engaged in 
-this undertaking. Canada is following this lead, with the early establish- 
ment of a powerful short-wave station which will have a world-wide audi- 
ence. Major Gladstone Murray, director-general for broadcasting of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, in announcing the plans for the creation 
of this station said: ‘The voice of Canada on the world’s radio short waves 
will be symbolic of our proportioned maturity. It will be for us broadcasters 
to make sure that our message to the rest of the world is vigorously typical 
of Canada, worthy of our cause and of our destiny as a member of the 
British Commonwealth, as a North American nation and as a partner in| 
the great alliance of freedom.”

Important changes are being made in programs} 
New Programs for listehers at home and there will be new fea- 
tures which will be of interest to all Canadians. 
Are Planned For the schools, there will be a program known 
as ‘‘Heroes of Canada”, to be broadcast each Friday during schools hours, 
and there is to be another educational feature to be known as “Canadian | 
Horizons”. Major Murray has declared that radio is the acknowledged | 
fourth arm of the services, next to the Army, Navy and Air Force, and} 
every effort is being made to make the programs carried by the C.B.C. | 
worthy to take their place in this sphere, It is the object of officials of |

the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation to use the radio as a medium “to 
help and stimulate every citizen to brush aside doubt, misgiving, fatigue 
and indifference,” and Canadians will welcome with interest this new pro- 
gram policy. 


At the present moment the Canadian people have available a cheap and | 
palatable source of minerals and vitamins, those food elements so vital to 
maintaining health. This source of potential health is the year's crop of| 
vegetables. Despite certain periods of anxiety, the crop has been an excel- | 
lent one, well beyond expectations. It is up to the Canadian housewife to 
see that the supply of vitamins and minerals really arrives at the place 
where it will do the most good. This she can only do if she uses the 
modern up-to-date cooking methods. | 

Here are some interesting facts—three things happen to vegetable vita- 
mins before you eat them and this is true chiefly of the B vitamins and! 
vitamin C. First, some vitamin is destroyed, lost for good. Second, part of | 
both vitamins and minerals dissolves in the cooking water. Third, a lot 
of what is left of the vitamin C also vanishes if you leave your vegetables | 
sitting around in the warming oven before serving. | 

Now, the longer the cooking period, the greater the actual destruction | 
of vitamin; the more water you use, the greater the loss by dissolving in| 
the cooking water. So here are your rules for conservation of vitamins and | 
minerals. 

1. Cook all vegetables as lightly as possible. | 

2. Cook them as quickly as possible, | 

8. Serve them as soon as they are cooked. | 

In other words, time your cooking so that the last job before serving | 
the meal is putting the final touches on the vegetables—and do it fast. 

And here is something you may not know—there is one vegetable that | 
benefits by the soda treatment, the humble navy bean, A dash of soda 
for keeping that fresh colour, is of course, the most efficient way of de- 
stroying most of the C content of any green vegetable. But try a little 
soda with your boiled beans (navy, remember, not green) and you get the) 
opposite effect. This is because the addition of the soda softens up the} 
tough bean coat and reduces your cooking time, so that you gain more than 
you lose. Navy beans, by the way, are an excellent source of vitamin B1 
and a not to be despised meat substitute.

Stir and turn with a large 
spoon so that each kernel may be 
evenly coated with syrup. If the

I was urgently chided by an editor 
for getting too personal about the 
Reserve Army, but it can't have been

If you give a columnist an inch 
he always takes the proverbial ell so 
here goes a little more about the 
men who are training themselves for 
home defence. 

What brought the whole thing up 
was a suggestion made before the 
parade was dismissed the other night 
by the colonel that the best way to 
bring the regiment up to strength 
would be for every member to bring 
in one recruit. This suggestion ap- 
pealed so strongly to a private sol- 
dier in one of the companies that he 
turned over to the Battalion for re- 
cruiting purposes, 500 agate lines of 
space which would otherwise have 
been devoted to advertising his own 
business during the month of Sep- 
tember. 

Another incident worth mentioning 
is the case of a private soldier who 
spent 14 days with us at camp. For 
this he drew pay at the rate of $1.20 
per day and when his cheque was 
handed to him he borrowed a pen from 
his company commander and endorsed 
it over to the colonel with the mes- 
sage that there were no strings at- 
tached. In due course the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary of eur active service unit 
acknowledged to the soldier a con- 
tribution of $16.80 to its wool fund. 

It is interesting to note that both 
the private soldiers referred to are 
Jews.

In other words, to the reserve sol- 
dier of today his unit is a personal 
thing, it is something to which he de- 
votes not just the, after-work-hours 
two nights a week, ten full Sundays! 
in the year and 14 days at camp, but 
a good many minutes of fun time 
during the day. | 

He may not consciously think it, | 
but in the back of the mind of every | 
man who, though he may be working | 
hard at a war job, puts in these ex-| 
tra hours in training for the eventu- | 
ality of attack upon his homeland, | 
there is the realization that had it| 
not been for trained citizen-soldiers, | 
the story in Yugoslavia and Russia 
would have been very different. 

History bears out that a country} 
possessed of a trained citizen-soldiery | 
in peace time is in less danger of 
attack than the country which has | 
not taken this precaution. There 
must have been 
with Hitler's intelligence service. 
obviously fell down badly so far as 


intelligence should have told him 
what to expect from the Yugoslavs! 

A few years before the outbreak of | 
war in 1914 a melodrama was pro- 
duced in England under the title “An 
Englishman's Home". This play 
demonstrated with terrific stage 
effects and blood and death what 
happens when untrained citizens at- 
tempt to defend their homcs against 
fully trained invaders. If the lesson 
of this play had been learned and 
peaceful peoples had been prepared | 
undoubtedly the 1914-1919 war would 
have been shorter and this one might 
not have occcurred, 

It is not only for the warlike arts | 
that we should prepare ourselves in 
peace time, there are many peaceful | 
arts that become not only virtues 
but stern necessities in time of war. 
The first of these, beyond doubt is) 
defence against inflation. It can the 
more rapidly become successful if, 
like military training, it has been} 
carried on during the softer years of | 
peace, 


We were unprepared on both counts

Formers and the Victory Loan 

War loan canvassers will be hard 
at work again ou October 19, The 
minimum objective for Canada’s third 
victory loan is 750 million dollars, 
The finance minister, whose difficult 
task is to find the moncy to pay the 
country’s war bills, states that the 
loan must be well oversubscribed. 

Many plans are being laid to insure . 
success of tho loan, One of these te 
of particular interest to farmers. It 
is the “victory ticket method.” The 
victory ticket is simply an order 
authorizing the buyers of any farm 
product, which has a ready cash 
market, to withhold a part of the 
proceeds from produce delivered im- 
mediately or in the future to pay 
for a war bond or regular war savings 
certificate purchases. When remitted 
to provincial headquarters of the 
National Wor Finance Committee, 
securities eq: ivalent in value to the 
ted rece'ved will be sent to the 
armer, 

Elevator companies, iearin com- 
ier produce dealers, lives com- 
mission firn.s, creamery opera 
local mercha:iis, ete., will all be mde 
thoroughly feiniliar vith the plan and 
will be supplied with the necessary 
forms. 

Thousands of farmers have bees 
dcing a superb job in producing those 
food commodities urgently n 
wir. These same farmers want to do 
more. They are anxious to support 
tho victory loans. It has, however, 
been impossible for many to buy war 
bonds or savings certificates for the 
reason that, at the time of the. 
campaign, beak hl have not had the 


ready cash. This new plan will be 
welcomed by formers. They -will see 
in it an_opportunit assist just 


to 
that much more in Wiha the war.—

LOWER GASOLINE 
UNIT FOR ALBERTA 


On October 1st, the gasoline ration 
unit for Alberta was reduced from 
live to four izallons. ‘The effect is that 
a car owner, for example, who would 
hiave been entitled to 80 gallons fo 
the six months period from October } 
to March 31 will be cut to 64 gallons, 

Officials of the Alberta Motor Asao- 

clation sometime ago urged that in 
view of this province being located 
fn an oil producing region in the 
Dominion, every effort should be 
made to provide a mamimum supply 
of gasoline, providing this was not 
harmfu] to the war country’s war ef- 
fort. ; 

Regional supplying of gasoline, in 
view of the production of this pro 
vince, also was urged upon the doe 
minion authorities, while it was point. 
ed out as essential that the business 
economy of the. country should be 


-fully recogniNed. 


Under the new federal order, Al- 
berta motorists receive four gallons 
of gasoline per unit, and car owners 
in Saskatchewan and Manitoba are 
on the same basis. British Columbia, 
Ontrio and Quebec hiave been on the 
four-gallon basis for some months, 
while the allowance for the maritime 
provinces is three gallons per unit. 

Heavier demands for fuel for war 
projects and services in the north 
west were responsible for the reduced 
Alberta ration.
